On February 3 and 10, we were called 
upon to assist the M.S.U. Dept. of Public 
Safety. To provide the needed assistance, 
overtime was required.

Board was held Wednesday evening, March 
Ae at 7:30 p.m., in Room G-36, City 
Hall.

- The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman. The secretary announced the 
presence of a quorum. It was moved by 
Mr. Ruth, second by Mrs, Bock, that minutes 
of the February meeting be approved as 
printed. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Sellek discussed the progress they are 
making toward solution of the disposal 
problem at John Bean. There is only one 
company that will guarantee meeting State 
air pollution standards, At this point he 
is still not ready to recommend which sys- 
tem should be used. Mr. Carrigan has also 
been involved in this investigation and he 
commented, They have a quotation on a 
manual-feed unit but are waiting a quota- 
tion for an automatic-feed unit. Mr. Pester- 
field recommended that the company submit 
plans for Michigan Department of Public 
Health approval. Mr. Tableman asked Mr. 
Sellek to return to the April meeting. 


Mr. Pesterfield reported that Davison 
Chemical engineers from Baltimore are due 
March 27 and he has a meeting scheduled 


with them. They will present their basic 
design. The only complaint we have had 
on this plant concerns fumes, He recom- 
mends that the complaint be continued. 
It was moved by Mr. Dodson, second by 
Mr. Zapata, that the Board concur. 


Motion carried. 


Centrifuse, Inc., has until April 1 to com- 
plete their installation. When the cap is 
in place, the situation is good; when it is 
not in place it is very bad. The contractor 
is still working on the installation. Mr. 
Pesterfield recommends that we continue 
this complaint until they can complete the 
job. Mr. Tableman reported a call from 
Mr. Swift regarding noise from the plant 
and Mr. Pesterfield says this is from the 
equipment pumps. It was moved by Mr. 
Dodson, seconded by Mrs. Bock, that the 
Board concur in the recommendation of 
the engineer. 


Motion carried, 


A new complaint of soot and fly ash has 
been received regarding Lindell Drop Forge 
but it is so new that Mr. Pesterfield has 
not had time to investigate. 


Mr. Pesterfield reports that the Board 
of Education does not have money to 
change from coal-fired heating plants—the 
best solution to the problems at Holmes 
Street and Eastern High Schools. They 
have asked that the Board correspond with 
the Municipal Finance Commission recom- 
mending bond approval to obtain money to 
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Whereas, under the provisions of Act 344 
of the Public Acts of 1945 of the State of 
Michigan, as amended, counties, cities, vil- 
lages and townships are authorized to 
adopt plans for the rehabilitation of blight- 
ed areas; and 


Whereas, the City of Lansing desires to 
undertake projects to rehabilitate blighted 
areas; and 


Whereas, under the provisions of Acts 
344 and 285 as amended, it is required that 
a plan be adopted by the local Planning 
Board and legislative body of the general 
features of development of the district 
within which the development area lies and 
of other districts adjacent to the develop- 
ment area, of such extent, content and 
particularly as is necessary to the coordi- 
nation of the development area plan with 
the future development of the territory sur- 
rounding the development area, or, if no 
future development is planned then in co- 
ee anton with the present development ; 
an 


Whereas, such a coordinated plan has 
been prepared and included within the de- 
velopment plan for the Urban Renewal 
No. 3 area; 


Whereas, said plan consisting of the 
proposed functional land use relationships 
and said policy for redevelopment; and 


Whereas, a Master Plan of the munici- 
pality is sufficiently advanced to designate 
areas in need of rehabilitation; and 
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Whereas, under Act 285 the Master Plan 
may from time to time be amended as 
necessary to provide proper development of 
the municipality. 


Whereas, the Planning Board has review- 
ed the plans at a public hearing held on 
February 25, 1969; 


Now, Therefore Be It Resolved by the 
Planning Board of the City of Lansing 
that the coordinated plan and the develop- 
ment plan for UR No. 8 area be adopted, 
and further that an ordinance establishing 
City Council’s approval of these plans be 
adopted.

Members

Gentlemen: 


We have prepared an application for a 
Federal Grant under the National Highway 
Safety Act. The application has been sub- 
mitted to the City Council and has their 
approval. 


The purpose of the project is to initiate 
a new traffic training program, improve 
the existing programs through expansion 
of external training courses, and through 
the use of modern technological training 
equipment, increase the departmental traf- 
fic training capabilities. The primary con- 
cern of the project would be to upgrade the 
knowledge and abilities of all line officers 
in traffic law enforcement techniques and 
improve recruit training. 


The total cost of the program is $120,200. 
The first year request is $45,100, of which 
$22,550 would be federal funds and a like 
sum in local funds. Local funds are de- 
rived by the salaries paid to the partici- 
pants while in training; therefore, no ap- 
propriation is required on our part. The 
second and third year of the program, if 
its continuance is granted, would involve 
an additional $75,100 in combined funds. 


We have two more programs under de- 
velopment which we will present for ap- 
proval. On program is in pedestrian safety, 
and the other is in the area of traffic 
records, 


The programs represent our first attempt 
to obtain federal funds under the Highway 
Act. In my opinion we have a good chance 
of having our programs approved. Cap- 
tain Yauch, Planning and Research, has 
done an outstanding job in researching and 
developing the programs.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Comm. Guyselman presented the Pro- 
posed Procedure for Handling Complaints 
of Police Misconduct Between the Lan- 
sing Police Board and the Lansing Human 
Relations Committee as agreed upon by 
committees of the Police Board and Human 
Relations. 


“As a result of our mutual interest and 
responsibility for seeing that all citizens 
receive equal treatment and protection, the 
Human Relations Committee and the Police 
Board are eager to agree upon a coopera- 
tive procedure to deal with any complaints 
of police misconduct in the area of dis- 
crimination. A Joint Committee of the 
Lansing Police Board and the Human Rela- 
tions Committee has met in an effort to 
work out a mutually agreeable procedure. 
In an effort to aid the Human Relations 
Committee in executing its charge under 
the ordinance, the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment is agreeable to cooperating in the fol- 
lowing procedure: 


1. The Police Board will instruct its com- 
mand staff to appoint a single officer to 
be the contact person with the Execu- 
tive Director of the Human Relations 
Committee. (This person is now Capt. 
Jackson.) 


2. In the event a complaint arises and is 
filed with proper documentation with 
the Human Relations Director, he shall 
immediately forward such complaint and 
any other pertinent information to the 
liaison police officer. (Capt. Jackson). 


8. Upon request, the Director of the Hu- 
man Relations Committee shall have the 
right to participate with the liaison offi- 
cer in the investigation, and if, during 
the course of such investigation, he 
requires specific information, he may 
make such inquiry as he feels neces- 
sary. 


4. After the complaint has been expediti- 
ously investigated, the results of such 
investigation shall be forwarded to the 
Chairman of the Police Board and the 
Chairman of the Human Relations Com- 
mittee. 


5. In the event the Human Relations 
Director in the course of the investiga- 
tion desires information not then made 
available, he shall make a written re- 
quest for such information and for- 
ward same to the Police Department 
liaison officer. If upon review of the 
report of the investigation the members 
of the Human Relations Committee re- 
quire further information, the Human 
Relations Director shall reduce such in- 
formation to writing and forward same 
to the Police Department liaison officer. 
The Police Department will expediti- 
ously reply in writing to such requests, 


6. It is recognized that instances may arise 
wherein specific information cannot be 
delivered because it would constitute a 
breach of police security or infringes 
the legal rights of individuals involved. 
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7. It is understood that if any deficiencies 
appear in the operation of this proce- 
dure the Chairman of either Board will 
indicate such deficiencies to the other 
in writing requesting a meeting for 
discussion. 


In summary, we agree that the entire 
community benefits from a thorough in- 
quiry into all complaints and a fair and 
speedy disposition. The Police Board and 
the Human Relations Committee have a 
mutual interest and responsibility to the 
citizens of Lansing which requires co- 
operation, mutual respect and confidence. 


Comm. Guyselman— 


I move that the proposed procedure for 
handling complaints of Police Misconduct 
by the Lansing Police Department and 
Human Relations Committee be concurred 
with by this Board. 


Supported by Comm. Dutzy.

Carried. 


Chairman Lawler discharged the Com- 
mittee: Brooks, Guyselman, and McCon- 
nell, with commendation, 


This concluded the regular business of 
the Board. 


Mr. C, H. McMann, 413 N. Sycamore St., 
Lansing, who had been present during the 
meeting, introduced himself stating that he 
is a builder, He related that an officer had 
contracted him to build a house, and that 
when it was completed, the officer stated 
he no longer wanted it, that he had pur- 
chased another house. 


Mr. McMann stated that because of his 
difficulties with the particular officer, that 
the other “Cops” were giving him tickets 
which he did not deserve, and that several 
“cops” upon seeing him on the street call 
him “stool pigeon.” 


Mr. McMann was advised by Chairman 
Lawler that the contract made in regard to 
the building of a house was a civil matter, 
not within the jurisdiction of the Police 
Board. As to the issuing of unjustified 
tickets, that he should seek counsel and 
appear in Court. Further that if he wished 
to make a formal complaint against the 
officer in question, that he should come into 
the office of either the Chief or Assistant 
Chief of Police, and his complaint would 
be reduced to writing. Upon receipt of his 
formal complaint, an investigation will be 
conducted and a report made to the Police 
Board for its consideration, 


Off. Paul Weigman, President of the 
Fraternal Order of Police, who had been 
present during the meeting was invited 
by the Chairman to make any comments he 
desired, Also with Off. Weigman were 
Ptlm. Arnold Kegebein and Arthur 
Wojtysiak, representing the FOP. 
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Off. Weigman inquired as to whether the 
University Police Dept. or the City of Lan- 
sing paid for the overtime required when 
the department's officers were called to as- 
sist in disturbances at the Campus, re- 
cently. Chief Husby explained that the 
City of Lansing pays the overtime for our 
officers—as would the University pay the 
salaries of their officers when assisting this 
department. 


Another question of the FOP was rela- 
tive to action to be taken in disturbances 
which may occur in the future. Chief 
Husby answered that he felt this was a 
policy-making decision that he could not 
make by himself—that any decisions would 
be made by the command officers of the 
particular jurisdiction involved. 


Mr. Rolland Stebbins, a member of the 
Charter Revision Commission, was also 
present during the meeting, and invited 
Board members to advise him of any 
changes they felt should be made in re- 
vising the City Charter. He posed several 
questions such as: Should Police Commis- 
sioners be appointed ‘“‘At Large’ rather 
than by wards as they are now? Is a 
Police Commission necessary? Should the 
City of Lansing be under the City Manager 
system of government as are many cities 
in the State?” 


He also suggested that the placing of a 
beat policeman in the downtown area 
might serve as a deterrent to crime—and 
that he felt something should be done about 
the double parking situation evidenced in 
the 100 blk. of West Michigan Ave. by Jack 
Tar Hotel patrons. 


Chairman Lawler related that since 
revision of the City Charter was not the 
prerogative of the Police Board and that 
this Board is not political in nature, that 
these matters for consideration are the 
jurisdiction of the Charter Commission, 
and not the Police Board.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 
Police Board 
City of Lansing 
Gentlemen : 


You will recall at previous Board meet- 
ings, discussions were held with respect to 
a new procedure in the purchase of police 
vehicles. Further, you will recall that our 
1968-69 vehicles purchased did not reflect 
a trade-in basis for our old vehicles in 80 
far as the new procedure called for the 
auctioning at public sale of our cars. 


For a comparison, your attention is drawn 
to our vehicle cost for the year of 1967, 
reflecting that we paid $3,191.12 with a 
trade-in cost on a 1966 vehicle of $1,694.00, 
resulting in a cost of $1,497.12 per unit in 
1967. For the year 1968 the cost of our 
patrol vehicles shows $3,127.50 with a 
trade-in cost on a 1967 vehicle of $1,021.60, 
resulting in a cost of $2,105.64 per unit. 


Under our 1969 proposed plan we pur- 
chased our fleet through a fleet program 
at a cost of $2,485.00 per unit. On May 
10th public auction was held in which six 
1968 patrol vehicles were auctioned. The 
average price that we realized from each 
vehicle was $1,772.50. With this procedure 
we found that the cost of replacing our 
1968 fleet could be predicted to be $712.50 
per unit. Nine units of the 1968 fleet re- 
main to be sold, and it is a reliable assump- 
tion that the sale price at the auction will 
be in the area of $1,772.50, bringing the 
1969 fleet well into the $712.00 per unit 
cost. 


In reviewing the 1967-68 vehicle cost with 
the 1969 cost, it becomes apparent that our 
new procedure will result in a greater 
savings within our automobile expenditures, 


Another auction is to be held in approxi- 
mately six weeks, selling five more 1968 
vehicles, with still another auction schedu- 
led in September to sell the remaining vehi- 
cles of the old fleet. 


Our present budget has allocation for 
two new 1969 cars, that are on order. This 
will complete our vehicle purchase for the 
1968-69 budget. I would recommend that 
our present plan be adopted for the future. 
It is the recommendation of our Chief 
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Mechanic that if this policy be adopted that 
the program be refined to allow all vehicles 
to be auctioned off at 50,000 miles or twelve 
months (whichever occurs first) with auc- 
tions held quarterly to dispose of them, To 
make this possible this will require a bank 
of six to eight new vehicles at all times. 
With this program he feels we can effect 
maximum savings. 


It should be noted here that all vehicles 
sold at auction had an average mileage of 
74,000, and with future cars being driven 
to 50,000 miles, or possibly less, this would 
effect a better resale, dropping the cost per 
unit each year. If the car were sold 
at 60,000 miles the cost of maintenance 
on this vehicle would drop approximately 
$300, this being possible because it would 
eliminate the purchase of two new sets of 
tires, brake lining replacement, and two 
major maintenance operations. 


With recent Council approval of forty 
men, it became apparent that additional 
cars would be needed in our fleet. In study- 
ing our needs it was determined that one 
additional unit for the Patrol Division, and 
four units for the Detective Bureau, are 
needed. Presently, negotiations are under 
way to obtain the car belonging to the 
former Mayors’ Executive Assistant, to be 
placed in the Patrol Division, If this is 
unsuccessful, then we will be asking for 
funds to purchase a new unit. To provide 
the additional four cars for the Detective 
Bureau we have devised a program that 
will fulfill this requirement without addi- 
tional expenditures for automobiles. 


Our 1969-70 budget authorizes us to pur- 
chase 24 vehicles. On July 1, 1969, four 
new vehicles will be bid and purchased. At 
model change, twenty more new vehicles 
will be bid and purchased, We will auction 
our fleet of 1968 vehicles on approximately 
July ist with the exception of four cars. 
The four new cars purchased in July will 
be placed in service in the Detective Bureau 
for a breaking-in period. This will allow 
these vehicles to attain mileage prior to 
being placed in Patrol Division where they 
are subjected to high speed usage. At 
model change, and as more new vehicles 
become available, the four new cars in the 
Detective Bureau will be transferred to 
the Patrol Division, allowing us to auction 
the four remaining vehicles of the 1968 fleet. 
Then, four 1970 vehicles will be introduced 
to the Detective Bureau. This procedure 
will revolve throughout the fiscal year at 
intervals of approximately every three 
months. 


I believe this program to be a workable 
one that will afford us a maximum number 
of cars at'a minimum cost. The direct ex- 
perience of this program will not be known 
for another nine months. It is possible 
that certain revisions may have to be im- 
Plemented as the need arises. I will be 
reporting to you at various intervals on 
the progress of this program.

It is also the policy 
of this Board that no leave of absence will 
be granted in cases of pregnancy for the 
sake of returning to duty.” 


I discussed the request with members of 
my staff and had a new policy drafted by 
our personnel from our Personnel and 
Training Division. This policy is attached 
for your consideration. 


Mr. Bodwin, City Personnel Director, is 
opposed to any pregnancy leave at this 
time. He is of the opinion that if we adopt 
such a policy it will set a precedent for 
the other city departments, 


I am submitting Policewoman McCourt’s 
request to you without a recommendation. 
I believe we can handle such requests on 
an individual basis by administrative action.

The following proposed Maternity Leave 
Policy was presented at this time. 


In the event of pregnancy, a Police- 
woman shall be required to take maternity 
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leave, without pay, for a period of nine 
months, and such leave shall start no later 
than the third month of pregnancy. At the 
end of the nine month leave period, the 
Policewoman may apply for a leave exten- 
sion of any amount up to six months, Ap- 
proval for any extended leave shall be fully 
reviewed and decided upon, by the Chief 
of Police. 


The Policewoman may return to duty at 
the conclusion of the leave period, depend- 
ent upon a position vacancy existing in the 
department. 


Example: Policewoman X may complete the 
leave period (9 month period), indicating 
at that time her desire to, or not to, re- 
turn to duty. If a position was then open 
for a Policewoman, she would be actively 
re-instated. However, if no position was 
open, Policewoman X would have to wait 
until the next opening. At this time, 
Policewoman X could stipulate her desire 
to wait for a position opening, or could 
resign then or at any time during the 
waiting period. 


At any time a Policewoman would return 
to active duty, she would have to submit a 
written statement from her own physician, 
with subsequent approval of the City Exam- 
ining Physician, that she indeed was suit- 
able for full duty assignment. 


During any period of maternity leave, the 
following rules would prevail: 


1. Retirement 


The officer on leave could choose to leave 
the money in the retirement fund, or 
draw it out, and repay at any point of 
re-entry. 


2. Insurance 


This would lapse and have to be re- 
instated at the time of re-entry. 


3. Seniority 


The entire leave time would be waived 
insofar as counting it toward seniority. 


4, Promotional Testing 


No Policewoman on maternity leave 
shall be permitted to participate in any 
promotional testing process. 


5. Promotion 


No Policewoman, during any of the leave 
period, shall be eligible for any pro- 
motion. She will waive her ranking 
position on any promotional roster dur- 
ing the leave period. 
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6. Outside Employment 


No Policewoman on maternity leave will 
be permitted any outside departmental 
employment, unless given direct consent 
to do so by the Chief of Police. 


7. Rules and Regulations 


Any Policewoman on maternity leave is 
bound by the Department’s Rules and 
Regulations,

At the request of Comm. Guyselman, a 
review of qualification requirements for 
Policewomen was made, and Chief Husby 
submitted the following report. 
Members of the Police Board 
Gentlemen: 


A review of the hiring practice and 
qualifications for policewomen has been 


completed. I have determined that, to date, 
we have been employing policewomen by 
tradition, and not by the minimum stand- 
ards. 


Job description, which is on file at the 
City Personnel Office, requires a high school 
education with preference to college courses 
ae experience in the social science 
field. 


Our rules and requlations have the same 
qualifications for policewomen as for police- 
men, except in height, weight, and physical 
agility testing. 


Due to the limited number of employees 
hired, recruiting has not been necessary. 
In the past we have had students from 
Michigan State University doing field study 
work with the department. When a vacancy 
would occur, or an additional position, a 
recommendation would be made by the 
supervisor to hire an outstanding applicant. 
Such a procedure did permit the department 
to obtain highly qualified and desirable 
employees. 


Inquiry was made at the City Personnel 
Office, and it was determined that no ap- 
plications were taken from applicants for 
the position of policewoman unless she had 
a college degree. No written directive to 
this effect is present. The requisite may 
have been made; however, by whom it is 
unknown. 


In a review of the previous and present 
employees I have found two exceptions. One 
was hired as a Police Matron and later 
transferred to sworn personnel to assist 
in school safety work. The second excep- 
tion was an employee who was short one 
elass for her degree, and completed her 
requirements in two months. 


A communication has been sent to Mr. 
Bodwin, calling to his attention that ap- 
plications should be accepted from per- 
sons not having a college degree, under re- 
quirements of the job description and the 
rules and regulations of this department, 
a copy of this letter being attached. 


Corrective measures have been taken to 
assure that our hiring practice will be con- 
sistent with the policy of the Police Board.

Mr. VanDuzer further stated that the de- 
partment had already used the F.O.P. pro- 
eedure and cited a complaint made by 
Ptlm,. Paul Weigman who filed a grievance 
with Sgt. Woodward regarding defective 
equipment at the complaint desk, and that 
on October 17, 1969, Ptlm. Weigman had 
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received an answer that the matter was 
being corrected. 


A heated discussion ensued between Mr. 
VanDuzer and members of the Board. 


Comm. Dutzy stated that as a matter for 
the record, that the grievance procedure 
adopted was drafted by the sub-committee, 
and that the committee could not become 
involved in the act of bargaining, and that 
the City Attorney had so instructed them. 
He further stated that any argument he 
might have in regard to bargaining pro- 
cedure was with the City Personnel Di- 
rector, not with the Board. 


Comm, Guyselman— 
I would suggest that it might be called 


to Mr. Van Duzer’s attention that the 
amendment of a particular procedure did 
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not make it an irreversible procedure. I 
don’t think as a practice we have published 
every rule and regulation that we have in 
the Lansing Police Dept., and the best thing 
to be done would be to examine the pro- 
cedure, and if at a later time we wish to 
alter it, or make a change; or if we find 
it might possibly be an unfair procedure, 
then certainly this Board will consider it 
at a later session,

The motion was made by Comm. Guysel- 
man, and supported by Comm. McConnell 
that the invitation to meet with members 
of the City Council be accepted, and that 
the City Attorney be requested to be pres- 
ent at the meeting. 


Carried—unanimously. 


The first available date suggested by 
board members for such a meeting was at 
5:00 P.M., December 22nd, and the alter- 
nate date to be at 7:30 P.M., on Tuesday, 
December 30. 


This concluded the regular business on 
the agenda for this meeting. 


Councilman L. Adado, who had been pres- 
ent during the meeting, was invited to ad- 
dress the Board if he so desired. 


Mr. Adado advised that he had recently 
met with members of the Fire Board and 
the Park Board, and that he now wished to 
request that members of the Police Board 
give their consideration to the possibility 
of a Central Garage facility to service all 
city departments, with emergency divisions 
to receive priority vehicular service. He 
requested that two members of the Board 
be appointed to meet with two members 
from the Fire Board for this purpose. 


JANUARY 5, 1970 


Chairman Lawler appointed Comms. Rol- 
lis and Noack to meet with members of the 
Fire Board and Mr. Adado. 


At this time Chief Husby requested that 
a Budget Committee be appointed to as- 
sist in preparing the Department's pro- 
posed budget for 1970-71. 


Board members appointed to the Budget 
Committee by the Chairman were: Comm. 
McConnell, Guyselman, and Dutzy. 


Comm. Rollis gave a report of the board’s 
sub-committee which met with members of 
the Human Relations Committee. He re- 
ported that the agreement reached by both 
committees in regard to the department’s 
use of handcuffs is that: “The minimum 
use necessary to do their duty,” was agreed 
as the official policy. 


He also reported that third party com- 
plaints received—unless the complainant 
was a minor or that he was in some other 
way incapacitated—would not be investi- 
gated by the department; and in that event, 
only if the complaint were reduced to 
writing. He cited the Obregon case in- 
volving a subject arrested who suffered 
epileptic seizures. 


It was agreed that the validity of arrests 
involving such individuals should be de- 
termined in a court of law. 


It was the members’ feeling that the 
aforementioned should be an addendum to 
the operating rules procedures agreed upon 
between the Committees—that in the fu- 
ture, the Police Dept. would investigate 
only those complaints sworn to by the ef- 
fected person, unless that person is a minor, 
or in some way incapacitated so that he 
would be unable to make the complaint 
himself. However, the Human Relations 
Committee will continue to investigate all 
complaints. 


RESOLUTIONS 


Comm. Guyselman stated that on behalf 
of the other members of the Board he wish- 
ed to present the following resolution : 


WHEREAS, the present Board of Police 
Commissioners came into being on July 1, 
1967, and 


WHEREAS, at that time and ever since,

WHEREAS, the said Chief has in the 
2% years of association with the present 
Board of Police Commissioners instituted 
a complete revamping of the department 
in keeping with a suggested master plan 
for reorganization and management, and 


WHEREAS, varying divisions of the said 
Police Department have been altered and 
upgraded in keeping with modern police 
methods, and 
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WHEREAS, in the opinion of the said 
Board of Police Commissioners Derold W. 
Husby has performed an outstanding job 
as the principle administrator of the said 
Lansing Police Department, and 


WHEREAS, the said Chief Husby has 
given of his time and efforts to the ad- 
vancement of the said department, these 
efforts being over and above his sworn du- 
ties as the chief law enforcement offcer of 
the City of Lansing, and 


WHEREAS, the said Chief largely 
through his own personal efforts has 
brought the said Police Department up to 
its present excellent standard, and 


WHEREAS, the said Chief Husby organ- 
ized a program of community relations be- 
tween varying groups of the City of Lan- 
sing, which program has led to a better 
understanding among all the citizens of 
Lansing as to problems of said citizens as 
they relate to the Police Department, which 
program has been referred to and regarded 
as an outstanding achievement in said com- 
munity relations, and 
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WHEREAS, the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners is desirous of publicly expressing 
unto the said Chief its appreciation for 
these efforts, 


Now, therefore, BE IT RESOLVED, that 
the said Board of Police Commissioners 
herewith commend Derold W. Husby on his 
actions as the Chief of the Lansing Police 
Department, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
said Board extends unto the said Chief 
Husby its sincere best wishes.
